what the word dynasty means. 
I've never looked it up," Wood- 
en said after the Uclans had 
squashed Dayton's game Flyers 
79-64 in the championship game.

Gay Brewer 
Wins at 
Pensacola

PENSACOLA, Fla. (AP) - "1 


think I can win the Masters — 
that's the one I really want," 
Gary Brewer said today 
after- 


making a travesty of par in win* 
ning his second straight Pensa- 
cola Open Golf Tournament. 


"I'm playing well. I feel I 


have a good chance at Augusta. 
I'm going all out for it." 


Winning the Masters holds a 


special allure for the 35-year-old 
veteran from Middletown, Ohio, 
just as repeating in Pensacola 
enabled him to prove something 
to himself and others. 


Last year Brewer backed into 


the Pensacola crown when the 
popular Doug Sanders, leading 
by four strokes, was disqualified 
after the third round for failing 
to sign his score card. 


"Nobody 
spots 
me 
four 


strokes and beats me," a dis- 
gruntled Sanders remarked bit- 
terly afterward — a comment 
said in haste for which he later 
was sorry. 


Brewer took it to heart. "I'd 


have liked the chance to see 
whether 
I could have caught 


him or not — it's been done," 
Brewer said. "So I was really 
anxious to win this tournament 
this year." He won spectacular- 
ly. 


Spewing birdies and eagles 


over the 6,380-yard par 72 Pen- 
sacola Country Club course, he 
scored a near-record 66-64-61-71 
— 262 for a six-stroke victory 
over 36-year-old home pro Bob 
Keller of the nearby Eglin Air 
Force Base. 


After firing 26 birdies and an 


eagle in the first three rounds to 
go 25 under par and increasing 
that to 29 under par through 66 
holes, Brewer looked ready to 
catch Mike Souchak's all-time 
record of 257 for 72 holes, set on 
the Brackenridge course at San 
Antonio, Tex., in 1955. 


But the rains came, Brewer 


bogeyed three of the finishing 
holes and he had to settle for a 
score of 26 under. 


At the Masters last year, the 


pug-nosed 
midwesterner 
had 


the traditional green coat virtu- 
ally in his closet when he came 
to the final hole needing only a 
par 
to win. He three-putted 


from 40 feet, missing a crucial 
seven-footer, 
and 
tied 
Jack 


Nicklaus and Tommy Jacobs at 
288. 


In the playoff, Nicklaus won

cently declassified, three-foot- 
long artillery shell which can 
kill with such eerie efficiency 
that it may welt strangle the 
most fearsome stratagem in 
Oriental warfare—the human 
wave assault. 


The shell is simple enough. 


actually. A bit larger than a 
normal' 105 round, but no 
more expensive to make, its 
payload consists of over 8,000 
Hires-gram, inch-long darts. 


The darts, or 
flechettes, 


are uniformly packed in a 
row of separate containers 
. . . and covered by a layer 
of shell casting iron. 


In event of close-in fight- 


ing, the shell can be set to ex- 
plode at less than five feet 
from 
the 
guntube. 
After 


blast, the 8.000 darts are 
hurled in a cone-shape di- 
rection with the velocity of 
rifle shots. 


The darts, stabilized with 


fins, hit head first. But on 
impact with flesh they usu- 
ally tumble. One 
flechetto 


can shatter a large bone. A 
half dozen will tear a chunk 
of body completely away. 


Quite plainly, the results 


are grotesque. Those close to 
the gunpoint can be shredded 
beyond recognition . . . and, 
in usage here, enemy troops 
have been killed 200 meters 
from ground zero. 


"It's a God-awful weapon," 


says one artillery captain. 


It is indeed. Even in tests 


the shell is terrifying. In a 
recent 101st experimentation, 
the 546 was aimed at scores 
of empty ammunition boxes, 


all of which were hit with 
such frightful force that most 
weren't even knocked over 
. . . just demolished. 


In a stateside trial, a bee- 


hive was shot at a football 
field packed with several hun- 
dred balloons . . . all of which, 
throughout the entire field, 
popped as if they were one. 


Despite

power, though, the beehive is 
still only a small factor in a 
war which spends thousands 
of artillery rounds daily.

MIG Downed 
as Fighting 
Erupts Anew

SAIGON (AP) - 
American 


airmen 
smashing 
deep 
into 


North Vietnam shot a Commu- 
nist MIG17 from the skies Sun- 
day 
while the 
ground war 


erupted 
with sharp 
fighting 


from the 17th Parallel to the 
Mekong Delta. 


One U. S. jet went down over 


the North, but the pilot was 
saved. Communist ground gun- 
ners in the South downed three 
American helicopters and badly 
shot up four more. 


A series of Red assaults and 


mortar barrages in the delta, 
including one attack on the U. S. 
airfield near Can Tho, brought 
out a bla?,ing display of U. S. 
ground, sea and air power. The 
guerrilla attacks were met with 
fire from helicopter gunships, 
shots from river patrol boats 
and a rain of bullets from lum- 
bering C47 transports mounting 
guns that can each spew 6,000 
rounds a minute. 


The air battle over North 


Vietnam took place during a 
strike on the Son Tay Army sup- 
ply point 23 miles west of Hanoi, 
the first time the installation 
has been reported bombed. It 
contains half a dozen ammuni- 
tion bunkers and a string of bar- 
racks. 


A flight of eight Soviet - de- 


signed 
MIGS jumped the U.S. 


raiders, and an Air Force F105 
Thunderchief turned into the 
marauders and shot one down. 
It was the 38th MIG kill claimed 
by U.S. fliers in the war, in con- 
trast to 10 U.S. planes shot down 
by North Vietnamese pilots.

Court Affirms 
Jobless Pay 
to Poultryttien 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court af- 
firmed 
today 
the 
award of 


unemployment 
compensation 


benefits to two poultry work- 
ers In Its first interpretation of 
agricultural exemptions under 
the Arkansas Employment Se- 
curity Act. 


The court affirmed the de- 


cision of Johnson Circuit Court 
in awarding compensation 
to 


C. A. Clemmons and Lucille 
Howard, who were employes of 
the Hanford Produce Co. at Its 
Clarksville hatchery. 


In a similar case, the court 


affirmed for the same reasons 
a Pulaski court decision award- 
ing claims to Louis L. Scott 
and Raymond Standridge, who 
were 
employes 
of 
Arkansas 


Valley Industries, Inc. 


In the Hanford decision, the 


court rejected the firm's claims 
that the employes were not cov- 
ered by the act because of ex- 
emptions covering employment 
in connection with raising, feed- 
ing or management of poultry. 


Hanford also contended that 


the employes were not eligible 
for benefits because of a 1947. 
act, exempting all employment 
that is exempt under the fed- 
eral unemployment compensa-. 
tion tax laws. 


The court said that both the 


state and federal 
government 


originally exempted all "agri« 
cultural labor." It said, how» 
ever, that by subsequent legist 
1 at ton the state exempted only 
"services performed in the em» 
ploy of an owner or tennent op» 
eratlonof a farm," 


The federal government has 


made a broader exemption of 
"all 
services performed on a 


farm, in the employment of anjr 
person" 
but 
has 
given the 


states discretion to set its own 
standards, the court said. 


The court, in an opinion by 


Associate Justice J. Fred Jones, 
said it didn't believe the state 
legislature intended to give the 
same broad exemptions as the 
federal act.
